On a spring Sunday 2000 years ago, 


Jesus entered Jerusalem as the head 
of a band of pilgrims who were com- 
ing up to the holy city to keep the 
Passover. 


Tills was the ancient feast comme- 


morating Israel's liberation from slav- 
ery in Egypt. Once again people's 
minds were full o£ thoughts of free- 
dom—perhaps God would soon lib- 
crate them from the Romans as once 
long ago he had set them free from 
Egypt. 
• 


Perhaps, even, the new king was at 


hand. For Jesus, valiant preacher of 
u new order, entered the city riding 
on an ass—just as an ancient prophecy 
(Zochariah 9) had foretold concern- 
ing the future king of Jerusalem. 


Clears Out Temple 


1 But Jesus made it plain that he had 
not come as a warrior to set Jerusa- 
lem free from the Romans, who then 
controlled most of Palestine. He in- 
sisted the freedom to bo sought was 
first of all religious and moral, not 
political. 


Liberation from Rome, he told the 


people, would do them no good if they 
were still the slaves of sin, or if they 
continued to misrepresent God and 
to offer him a mechanical and arti- 
ficial worship. 


And so, as two Of the Gospels de- 


scribe the scene, Jesus rode into the 
city, went up the hill to the Temple1 
Mount, and began driving the traders 
out of Its courts.

He quoted the prophets: 


"My house shall be called a house

. This boUi act at once aroused the* 
Opposition of the Sadducees, who 
•were the party of the priests and stood 
guard over the national sanctuary, and 
also over their own rights and prerog- 
atives as its official or hereditary min- 
isters. 


Enemies Conspire 


_ The "Cleansing of the Temple," as 
>t is called, likewise aroused the op- 
position of the scribes (or teachers of 
the sacred law). They felt that if 
Jesus went on, he would undermine 
the whole teachings and practice .the 
whole teaching and practice of Ju- 
dajsm. 


So representatives of these groups 


schemed to bring about his downfall. 


On its face it looked like an unequal 


battle. Surely this unorthodox young 
man whose fame as a teacher and a 
worker of miracles had spread through- 
out Palestine had gone one step too 
far.

Yet the two-year budget he has sub- 


mitted to the stale legislature calls for 
the spending of some $537,000,000, 
which—except for the two-year period 
ending next June—is the highest the 
slate has ever had. 


He is cutting state bureaus wher- 


ever possible; he has separated several 
thousand job holders from the state 
payroll; he has aroused murmurs in 
his own party by holding off an patron- 
age; he has taken the politically risky 
step of refusing to open a new state 
sanitarium; and he estimates that, all 
in all, he will save $25,000,000 in admin- 
istrative expenses during the biennium. 


Yet the really big items of expenses 


seem to bo beyond his reach. Relief 
costs, which stand at $129,000,000 in the 
new budget, arc staying up. The eight 
emergency taxes levied under the Eai'le 
administration, which James had de- 
nounced bitterly, will have to be re- 
newed. At least, the governor has so 
recommended. 


In his effort to cut relief costs, the 


governor is attempting to create a bus- 
iness revival through a projected de- 
partYrtent of commerce—which will add 
still another bureau to the state gov- 
ernment.

Economy Dilemma 


Sp the governor is up against an ex- 


tremely tough problem. The way he 
meets^it, the success he has or fails to 
have in his, drive for economy, will be 
well worth following during the cpm- 
ing year.

pan Press. 


The original negative was an 


inch high and an inch and a half 
wide—about the size of one and a 
half postage stamps. It was en- 
larged 10 times. 


The camera fires with incredible 


speed, allowing as many as four 
pictures on 'a' single play—about 
one snap per second. 


The German miniature cameras 


have no equal when snap-shooting 
at night, but they are not entirely 
suited to everyday newspaper use. 
They load with, 36-exposure rolls, 
and none of the pictures can be 
developed until the roll is shot, 
The American-made Graphic—the

er part of the neck., ,The chief secre- 
tion of this gland is a substance which 
contains iodine, yet iodine itself is not 
a substitute for this secretion. 


We know today that hi certain per- 


ions-failure to develop properly may 
>e the result of insufficient thyroid 
ind that in stich cases the giving of 
the thyroid extract will produce ex- 
pellent results'. However, an exces- 
ive amount of thyroid is excessively 
larmful to the body. The person who 
las an excessive amount of this se- 
retion in his body' will burn his food 
oo' quickly, breathe, quickly, be hot 
and perspire, will have a rapid heart 
eat and be jumpy and nervous.

Nazi Plot Against 
Argentina Is Bared 


Two Arrested as Republic 


Probes Activity of Ger- 


man Agents 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina.—(/P)— 


Federal Judge Miguel Jantus, acting 
under a law requiring him to inter- 
vene in any case in which Argentines 
soverenginty might be involved, took 
charge, Sunday of an investigation of 
cjiarges that Germans had plotted for 
colonization or annexation t of Pata- 
gonia. 


The alleged conspiracy was brought 


to light last week by the newspaper 
Noticias Graficas. It published what 
was purported to be a facsimile of a re- 
port to the German government from 
a Gci'm'an embassy adviser describing 
Patagonia, in southern Argentina, as a 
"no mans land" in which Argentina 
had "no'right.".-The German embassy 
Saturday denied that Germany, har- 
bored "aggressive intentions" againsi 
Argentina or intended to annex Ar- 
gentine territory.
